CANBERRA, (AP). — The threat of 
Communist aggression in Thailand 
and the Philippines is greater now 
than in the past, U.S. Secretary of 
State William Rogers told the South- 
east Asia Treaty Organization's 
Ministerial Council here yesterday.

PROTESTANTS 
| DISAVOW TRUCE 


BELFAST (UPI). — A Provisional 
Irish Republican Army (LR.A.) 
cease-fire brought a shaky peace to 
Northern Ireland yesterday. Militant 
Protestants made it clear they would 
have no part of the truce. 

“The cease-fire is a certain recipe 
for civil war,” said William Craig, 
a former Home Affairs Minister who 
heads the militent Protestant Ulster 
Vanguard Movement. “If the forces 
of the Crown do not discharge their 
duty in apprehending LRA. terror- 
ists, the Loyalists (Protestants) will 
have no option but to clean them 
out themselves and take such action 
as ls necessary against the Repub- 
Yean community.” 

Craig said in a statement: “T do 
mot regard any cease-fire to be in 
existence.” Ee made the comments 
with the cease-fire barely more than 
12 hours old. 

The truce began at midnight (1 
am, yesterday, Israel time) and 
was followed by only scattered 
shooting incidents throughout the 
night. Nevertheless there were more 
deaths, at least one of which direct- 
ly tied to the violence that has 
claimed nearly 400 Lives in nearly 
three years.

U.S. planes strike 
near Hanoi centre 


SAIGON (AP). — American war- 
planes carried thei campaign to 
paralysed North Vietnam into the 
Hanoi-Haiphong region for the 
fourth straight day yesterday after 
conducting raids within three kms. 
of Hanoi and damaging 8. major 
power plant near its port city of 
Faiphong. 

Hanoi Radio reported six aircraft 
shot down in the latest raids, five 
of them over Hanoi yesterday mor- 
ning, raising the total claimed in 
the last week to 23 — 17 in the 
last four days. 

The U.S. command refused com- 
ment on the claim, but military 
sources acknowledged that some 
search and rescue operations were 
continuing. The command doves not 
announce plane losses until search 
efforts are completed. 

Military sources also confirmed 
that new raids were flown in the 
Hanoi area yesterday, but the com- 
mand will not report on these un- 
til today. 

In a communique, the command 
reported that Monday’s raids, which 
totalled 320 sorties over North Viet- 
nam, included attacks on the Buc 
Mai airfield and adjoining storage 
warehouses three kms. south of the 
centre of Hanoi. A spokesman said 


the North Vietnamese capital yet 
flown in the current air offensive.’ 

The U.S. command said B52s 
pounded Quang Tri Province in 
new raids yesterday. The planes 
also dumped hundreds of tons of 
bombs along Communist infiltration 
routes near Hue. 


The raids brought to 147 the 
mumber of B52 strikes in South 
Vietnam's northernmost provinces 
of Quang Tri and Thua Thien in 
five days. 


Military sources said approxi- 
mately 450 planes were involved in 
the raids and they dropped more 
than 10,000 tons of bombs.

Further ‘Pentagon Papers’ 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Top- 
secret documents show that the fum- 
damental split between the U.S. and 
North Vietnam has been over who 
should rule in the South when the 
Americans pull out, the ‘Washing- 
ton Post” said yesterday. 

The newspaper yesterday began 
publishing a fresh batch of docu- 
ments, a hitherto undisclosed sec- 
tion of the highly-classified 47-vol- 
ume “Pentagon Papers” which chart 
American involvement in Vietnam 
since World War I, and whose pub- 
lication last year caused a govern- 
ment storm. 

The “Washington Post” said the 
latest documents indicated that al- 
though public attention had cen.

to Brussels meeting

BRUSSELS. — Two great Jewish 
scientists, invited to participate at 
the Solvay International Congress 
which opened Bfondsy here are mis- 
sing from the science meet 

‘One is Professor Aharon Eatz!r, 
of the Welzmann Institute of Science 
of Rehovot, murdered in the mas- 
sacre of Lod. The other is Professor 
Benyamin Levich, of the Russian 
Academy of Science in Moscow, 
refused. mn to attend. The 
Russian authorities have even for- 
bidden him to send the scientific 
paper he had prepared. 

But Prof. Levich, a founder of 
the s¢ience of hydrochemistry, did 
manage to get through a message 
to the Solvay Congress, at which, 
some 100 renowned men of science 
from a dozen countries are ex- 
changing ideas in chemistry and 


physics. 
Recorded 

Prof. Levich’s words were  re- 
corded in English in a conversation 
held recently between the professor 
and Greville Janner MP., secretary 
of the British Parliamentary Com- 
mittee for Soviet Jewry. They were 
distributed in stencil form to the 
scientists gathered at a congress 
session at Brussels University. To- 
day a special commemorative session 
to honour the late Professor Katzir, 
will be held. 

The message from Prof, Levich 
said, “It was forbidden to me by 
the Academy of Science of the 
U.S.S.R. not only to visit the Sol- 
vay Congress but also to send a 
scientific paper of mine. 

“The cause of this prohibition is 
well known. For purely moral rea- 
sons connected with questions of 
my conscience —- my conscience and 
national feelings and not political 
ones — I addressed the Soviet au-

"I have a feeling,” the profes- 
sor told Mr. Janner, “that my and 
my family’s situation is becoming 
rather dangerous. But we do not 
give up hope, we are continuing 
our scientific activities at home. My 
son and I are beginning to write 
a basic science hook.” 

Immediately after registering his 
desire to emigrate to Israel, Prof. 
Levich was dismissed from his Is- 
boratory work and demoted from 
the status of member of the Rus- 
sian Academy of Science to associ- 
ate member. His wife who hag for 
years been translating the works 
of Agatha Christie into Russian, is 
no longer permitted to work. 

Benyamin Levich has a professor- 
ship waiting for him at Tel Aviv 
University and a visiting professor- 
ship at Oxford.

for medical 
~ services

West Bank residents, who have 
been receiving most of thelr gov- 
ernment health services free of 
charge since the Six Day War, will 
from July 1 pay fees as they did 
under Jordanian rule. : 

Dr. Daniel Pridan, chief medical 
officer for Judea and Samaria, said 
yesterday that the Military Govern- 
ment had simply not bothered dur- 
ing the past five years to collect 
fees for the extensive health ser- 
vices it provided. He denied that the 
implementation of fees now had any 
political connotations. “We're simp- 
ly implementing 8. Jordanian law 
which was in force until 1967," he 
Said. “I think it's a very basic rule 
— that a patient should pay for 
health services. A patient who pays, 
‘feels he’s getting something.” 

The fees to be charged are ex- 
tremely low by Israeli standards. 
Hospitalization wili cost TILT per 
day for a bed in a ward, 28 com- 
pared to IL79 in Israel. A visit to 
@ clinic will cost ILi and a pre- 
scription for medicize 50 agorot. Dr. 
Pridan said the fee system is a 
simplification of that maintained by 
the Jordanians under which the 
charge for hospitalization, for in- 
stance, was according to the X-rays, 
operations, medicines and other ser- 
vices provided. The new tariff for 
hospitalization will be a flat fee per 
day, regardless of services. 

Some health services will remain 
free of charge, such as mother-and- 
child care, school health services 
and treatment for tuberculosis, ve- 
nereal disease and epidemic diseases. 
In addition, a new regulation wil) 
provided diagnoses for cancer free 
of charge. Dr. Pridan noted that 
under the Jordanian regime there 
was no treatment for cancer on 
the West Bank, and while rich vic- 
tims might go to Amman for treat- 
ment, poor villagers died for lack 
of any treatment. There are now 
300 West Bank cancer victims be- 
ing treated, all of them in Israel 
since none of the West Bank hos- 
Pitalg have facilities for diagnoses 
and follow-up treatment. 

In all, 2,000 West Bankers for 
whom specialized facilities are not 
available in local hospitals are now 
examined in Israeli hospitals annual- 
ly. Of these, 1,000 are hospitalized 
in Israel. Aside from cancer victims, 
the majority require heart treatment 
or orthopaedic surgery. 

Dr. Pridan said that fees will be 
waived for patients whom social 
welfare officials confirm as being 
unable to pay. 

The bulk of health services pro- 
vided in the West Bank is govern- 
mental. One thousand of the 1,400 
hospital beds are governmental as 
are 80 of the 150 physicians, Last 
year government clinics in the West 
Bank registered 1.5 million patient 
visits. Dr. Pridan estimated that of 
the IL9m.. expended on health ger- 
vices. for. region,. IL2-8m. might 
be recovered by the fees.

TEL AVIV. — Alexander (Sender) 
Nimtzovitz, 54, a captain in the 
Israel Defence Forces Reserves, was 
one of the four persons murdered 
in Montreal during an armed rob- 
bery of his restaurant there on Sa- 
turday night. (The victims had not 
been identified in an earlier story.) 
The body is expected to be flown 
to Israe] today for burial. 

Born in Yanov, Poland, he came 
to this country in 1938 and shortly 
afterwards joined General Orde 
Wingate’s Special Night Squads. 
With Wingate he fought in Ethio- 
pia and Eritrea against the Ita- 
lians, for which he was decorated 
by Emperor Haile Selassie and the 
British. He joined the Jewish Bri- 
gade when it was formed, and 
fought on the Italian front. In the 
War of Liberation, he fought with 
the Givati Brigade and with Yitz- 
hak Sadeh’s special formations 
fighting against the Egyptians. He 
was wounded twice, and it was for 
medical treatment that πὸ first weot 
to the U.S. and Canada. 

A year ago he returned to Israel 
to re-settle here. He was on ἃ 
Fisit to Montreal to wind up his 
affairs, which Included the opera- 
tion of the deluxe Ben-Nash Res- 
taurant, when he was killed. 

He is survived by two sons, both 
in Israel, and his brother, the jour- 
Ballet and author Yitzhak Nimtzo- 
vitz.

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Police prevent Arabs 
from resettling Baram

HarIra. — The authorities have 
foled an attempt by a group of 
Young Arabs from Gush Halav (Jish) 
Village nezr Safac to resettle Karam 
village on the Lebanese border, which 
has been abandoned since the War 
of Liberation. A group of 25 young 
Maronite Christians, sons of the vil- 
lagers who had been evicted from 
Baram by the security authorities, 
hed been reported as organizing 8 
“stockade-and-tower” type  settile- 
ment, and reportedly bought tents 
and huts, intending ἕο put them up 
around the village church. 

Yesterday morning the police put 
up a road biock near the entrance 
to the sbsndoned village, in which 
only the church hes been left stand- 
ing. It is learned that the Lebanese 
Maronite Bishop Youssef Khoury, 
spiritual head of the community, who 
is due for his annual visit next 
week, is Hkely_to raise the demand 
for the resettlement of the village, 
as he has done in all his previous 
‘visits.

Social workers 
complain of 
‘scapegoat’ role

Sociai workers are nothing but 
scapegoats whose job it is to ex- 
plain to their welfare clients the 
shortcomings sand failings of the 
various Government agencies. This 
was the complaint voiced to re- 
porters in Jerusalem yesterday by 
representatives of.a group of social 
workers and social-work .students 
and teachers, who have formed an 
action committee aimed at reform- 
ing welfare procedures. 


Dr. Yona Rosenfeld, of the Heb- 
Tew University’s Baerwald School of 
Social Work, said he would like to 
see definite welfare norms establish- 
ed and ‘applied uniformly in every 
locality. ‘Welfare atrangements 
should be taken out of the hands of 
jocal authorities, which are often 
1 equipped to supply them, and 
handled or 8 national basis, Hke Na- 
tional Insurance or Kupat Holim. 
The problem of the welfare services 
is not primarily financial, but or- 
ganizational, he said.

Tanzania victims’ 
bodies to be flown 


home tomorrow

Israel's Ambassador in Tanzania, 
Mr. Shlomo Armon, informed Jeru- 
salem yesterday that the bodies of 
the two young kibbutz members 
shot by Tanzanian police in a re- 
stricted area outside Dar Es-Salaam 
on Friday would be flown home to- 
morrow. 

Ambassador Armon said he had 
been told that an inquest would fol- 
low the inquiry into the deaths of 
the two — Hillel Ben-Haim and 
Bytan Deskel — and that Israel 
would receive full copies of the pro- 
ceedings.

Police Minister 
warns foreigners 
on: violence

‘Police Minister Shlomo Hille] hin- 
ted in the Knesset yesterday that 
foreign nationals convicted in israel 
of acts of political violence were 
lable to expulsion after serving 
thelr punishment, in the same way 
as foreign nationals convicted on 
drug offences. 

Replying to the debate on the 
Police Ministry, Mr. Hillel said he 
wished to take the opportunity to 
warn all kinds of fringe groups 
which’ sought, by means of violence 
and threats, to terrorize people and 
influence opinions. The authorities 
would use ali the means at their 
disposal, to prevent attempts at 
political violence, whether instiga- 
ted by Rightist, Leftist, religious 
or anti-religious groups. 

Such persons would be brought 
to court, Mr. Hillel said, recalling 
that drug offenders who are not 
Israeli residents or citizens are ex- 
pelled. 

“We will not allow any foreign 
Browth to strike root in our so- 
clety,” he declared. 

Mr. Hillel repeated his earlier 
bellef that the death penalty should 
be considered, for persons serving 
life sentences who murder Yellow 
inmates or warders.

Four people were Killed Mon- 
day night and yesterday in traf- 
Ὡς aceldents throughout the coun- 
try. Two of the victims were 
children. 


A two-year-old tot was run over 
in Kafr Yata, near Hebron, by a 
tractor which started rolling 
when a 15-year-old boy tried to 
start it. The child, Shahda Abu 
Eizam, died on the spot. 

A six-year-old, Moshe Tawito 
from Moshav Goren, was killed 
instantaneously Monday night as 
he was crossing the road near 
his home, when he was hit by 
a car driven by a Kiryat Ata re- 
sident, Aharon Mizrahi, 21. The 
driver was detained for question- 
ing. 

A German tourist, driving his 
car at Kafr Aljim in Judea, ran 
over 8 17-year-old girl who darted 
into the road. The girl, who was 
net identified, died on the way 
to hospital. 

A Tarshiha taxi driver waz 
Killed, and a passenger serious- 
ly injured, in a head-on collision 
between the taxi and a bus on 
the Acre-Naharlya road. The taxi, 
driven by Yousef Dakwar, 40, 
was hit in the rear by a truck, 
and veered to the left where it 
collided with the bus. The injur- 
ed passenger was Yosef Asher, 
40, of Haifa.
